EDMOR JOURNAL:—As soon as the tree 


trade message of the President was 
transmitted to Congress your corre- 
spondent made it a special business to 
interview the leading importers in New 
York as to their intentions for the fu- 
ture. With bat few exceptions they all 
agreed to increase importations, and the 
official returns which I herewith trans- 
mit to yon show that they have carried 
out their intention only too well. From 
the first of January to July 31st of this 
year, according to the official returns 
just published by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, oar imports for these seven 
months amount to $433,948,200, while 
oar exports hare decreased and foot up 
only $356,311,465, leaving a balauce of 
trade against us to be met by specie 
payment to the amount of $77,653,823. 


This advocacy of free trade bears al- 


ready bitter fruits, and bnt for the Re- 
publican Senate we would Imve fared 
considerably worse. The euemies of 
this country who truckle to English in- 
terests are by far too many in thin couu- 
try for our common good. When the 
English papers call ub Ueir "Atufcrionn 
cousins" and repeatedly tell us that 
"blood is thicker than water," also that 
"England is our mother country'' and 
other snoh flittering phrases, the snobs 
of this country straightway lose their 
heads, and are ro»dy to fall upon the 
necks of their English cousins vowing 
eternal admiration aud worse—submis- 
sion.
